David John Warren was the son of Thomas and Martha Warren, baptized in Essendon, 
Hertfordshire, on 05 January 1806. He was the second son and the third of six children. David married 
Elizabeth Humphries in Caistor Church, Lincolnshire on 08 October 1826. They had seven children 
that we currently know about. Their eldest son, William, was born in Nettleton and baptized in Caistor 
Church on 23 September 1827. At this time, David is listed as a brick layer. In later records, he is 
simply listed as a labourer. 

Prior to the birth of their second son, John Thomas, the family moved to Hertfordshire. John 
was baptized on 30 May 1830 at Essendon and David was baptized 01 February 1835 at Little 
Birkhamshire. It would appear that the family moved frequently since they are registered residents in 
each of the parishes, in which their sons were baptized. 

By 1844, the family had returned to Lincolnshire and there they would remain. Two daughters, 
Elizabeth and Charlotte,(and a son, Amos) were born in the Parish of Nettleton. The 1851 census 
records for Nettleton, Lincolnshire show: David, age 45, labourer and his wife, Elizabeth, age 45. 
Residing with their parents are: David, age 14, errand boy; Elizabeth, age 6; Charlotte, age 4. Amos at 
10 years old, is suspiciously absent from this census. It is possible he was living with his uncle 
Benjamin at the time, attending school in Sussex. 

Over the years, when their son David, married his spouse Mary Wood they choose to live in 
Lincolnshire. All of David and Mary’s children lived and were buried in Lincolnshire, England. 

Amos married Emma Berry and they moved to Essex where he worked as a bartender. He and 
Emma had three children, one of which (Alfred Amos Warren) died in WWI. 

Their eldest sons, William and John Thomas, both married in 1848 and 1850, respectively. 
William and Hannah, would immigrate to Canada in 1852. John Thomas would live in Lincolnshire his 
whole life. 



Charlotte, their youngest girl, moved to Low Moor, Clinton Township, Iowa in 1865. She was 19 
years old at the time. It is possible that she came to America with another family or a friend, as part of 
the large influx of Lincolnshire residents that immigrated to Iowa during this time She married that 
same year to John H. Crampton, formerly of Lincolnshire as well. John had immigrated in 1852, when 
Charlotte was six years old. John was fourteen when he came to Iowa with his parents. Charlotte, 
married eight months before her eldest brother William died in the Niagara River on Jan 13, 1866. 
Charlotte gave John ten children as a result of their union. John died in 1919, he was 81. Charlotte 
passed away in 1925 at the age of 79. 

It is unknown if Elizabeth or Charlotte ever corresponded with their brother William, although 
there is a record that shows that William and Hannah’s son, Thomas Warren, spent time in Low Moor, 
Clinton, Iowa. We find him there in the 1900 U.S. Census, living with his wife Francis Derby Warren 
and five of his children. Did Thomas ever know his aunts? We may never know but they were both 
alive at that time, so it would be a good assumption that he did. Thomas died from a cerebral 
hemorrhage in Minnesota in 1919, the same year his mother Hannah passed away. 

Elizabeth, Charlotte’s older sister, was married in England, in the same church as her parents, 
Caistor Church. Elizabeth and James Bucklesby immigrated in 1872. They moved to Iowa , most 
likely, upon receiving information from her sister, Charlotte. This was a very common practise. All four 
of James and Elizabeth’s children were born in England. There is no record of more children being 
born in the USA. 

Elizabeth’s daughter, Charlotte Warren Brocklesby married in Iowa to George Hill, grandson to 
Thomas Hill, one of the original settlers of Low Moor, Clinton Township, USA. Her immigration record 
shows she came to Low Moor in 1872. George Hill was born in Low Moor, Iowa. Charlotte his spouse 
came to Iowa as a child of 5 years. 
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
